Washington, Feb. IS—Senator Ma- 


son from the committee; on. postoffices 
and post roads today rerjortud the post- 
office appropriation bill. In addition to 
an amendment providing for the ad- 
mission of Oklahoma, Arizona 
and 


New Mexico as states, the bill makes 
changes relating to the conduct of the 
postoffice department. 
Other amend- 


ments are: 


Increasing the aggregate amount of 


salaries of postmasters to the extent of 
$753.000. 


An appropriation for the purchase 


and rental of cancelling machines is 
increased from $190,000 
to $310,000 


The aggregate for f:eo delivery service 
Is $19,028,800, an increase of $1.598,350. 
Authority ia givon to employ automo- 
biles as well as liaises in the postal 
service and there is an appropriatior 
of $100,000 for this purpose. The num- 
}er of division superintendents of rurai 
free delivery services is increased from 
seven to ten, and the total appropria- 
tion for that service is $12,626,500, in- 
stead of $9,528,400 as in the house bill. 


The salary of superintendent of rail- 


way mail service Is increased 
from 


13,500 to $4,500 and his cm>f assistant 
:3,000 to $3,500. The appropriation for 
his service is increased to $11,933,301,
